phia, Pennsylvania to Ed- 
ward and Nan Maguire. She fondly 
remembered playing in her Ger- 
mantown neighborhood streets 
and parks, walking to school, and 
spending summer holidays enjoy- 
ing the family beach house in Cape 
Cod, N.J. 

At 13 she met Jimmy Welsh. 
The two fell in love and dreamed of 
making a life on their own in the 
West, far from the city where they 
were raised. They had a fairytale 
wedding the year Patricia turned 
19. They drove away from their 
wedding reception in a truck and 
trailer as they headed off to begin 
their new life in California. 

Their song, Let the Rest of the 
World go By, includes the lyrics: 
We'll build a little nest, somewhere 
out in the west, and let the rest of 
the world go by. 

That is exactly what they did. 
On June 30, 2021, they celebrat- 
ed their 65 wedding anniversary. 
Our family grew up on their stories 
of adventures and mishaps and 
learned the value of undying love 
and loyalty from their example. 

Jim and Pat have four chil- 
dren, 13 grandchildren and five 
great-grandchildren. Pat’s legacy 
lives on in the thinking, practices 
and hobbies of them all: baking, 
gardening, games, knitting, craft- 
ing, quilting, creating and travel- 
ing. She was a first class baker who 
provided treats with no limits and 
spoiled her family with homemade 
bread for decades. 

A dedicated knitter, crocheter 
and quilter, Mom gifted us many 
handmade works of art and heart. 
From afghans, purses, treasure 
bags, and quilts, to crocheted hol- 
iday ornaments, snowmen, and 
Christmas trees, her legacy will 
live on each time we wrap up in or 
decorate with her beautiful hand- 
icrafts. 

Pat never left any doubt that 
her highest priority and greatest 
joy came from her family and the 
homes she and Jim created as they 
raised their four children in a man- 
ner so divergent from the city child- 
hood they had both experienced. 
They raised their children with the 
natural world at their doorstep. 
They raised kids who knew how to 
hunt, chop wood, build fires, feed 
baby cows and goats, collect eggs, 
hike mountains, and appreciate 
the gifts of a life being raised by a 
mother who always loved deeply 
and unconditionally. These priori- 
ties have become our basic family 
values and are shared across the 
generations. 

Many of our most treasured 
family traditions are centered 
around Mom. Every summer we 
looked forward to berry picking 


and enjoying her fresh blackberry 
pies. In fall our family and friends 
gathered to pick apples and press 
gallons of cider. Mom loved keep- 
ing a careful tally of the day’s work. 
Apples that fell off the trees prior 
to pressing day were lovingly pre- 
pared by Mom into applesauce, 
apple butter or one of Mom’s de- 
licious pies. Every Christmas Eve, 
Mom played the piano while family 
and friends gathered to sing carols. 
She practiced for weeks, doubted 
her skill, and sometimes had to 
start again, but that event will live 
on in our memories as one of the 
most beloved days of the year. 

Early in their marriage, Pat 
worked as a secretary. She was a 
speed typist and excelled at short- 
hand, frustrating her children by 
writing Christmas lists they could 
not read. She returned to secre- 
tarial work at the HSU Nursing 
department and Humboldt Home 
Health once her children were 
raised. She was a philanthropist 
and a volunteer, serving as a lead- 
er for her local PTA, Girl Scouts, 
and Boy Scouts, supporting her 
children’s sports teams, and serv- 
ing as a Braille transcriber for 
many years, going on to become 
president of the local Braille asso- 
ciation. She loved challenges and 
stayed on top of advances in tech, 
making a seamless transition from 
using manual Braille typewriters 
to a completely computerized sys- 
tem. Her greatest joy was brailling 
books for children. 

Pat suffered a massive heart at- 
tack in 2016 that left her winded 
when doing large tasks, but did not 
slow down her knitting projects or 
Sudoku challenges. The downtime 
allowed her to master her iPhone 
and opened new lines of commu- 
nication with her farflung grand- 
children. Every text from ‘Mamu’ 
ended with several emojis... always 
including a heart, a musical note 
and often an ‘LOL’. 

Last summer saw a return of 
Mom’s heart issues. In late No- 
vember, she experienced two ad-

ditional major heart attacks and 
had to be resuscitated both times. 
We thought, and the medical pro- 
fessionals believed, that our time 
together had come to an end. Mi- 
raculously, she recovered and re- 
turned home to enjoy six weeks 
of feeling better than she had in 
years. During this time she created 
one last bright pink afghan to wel- 
come her newest great grandchild 
and practiced daily for the annual 
Christmas Eve caroling piano ac- 
companiment. Most of our large 
and widespread family was able 
to visit with her during this period 
and lots of laughs and tears were 
shared as we knew we were living 
and loving on borrowed time. 

On February 28, Mom’s heart 
gave out. A hundred years would 
not have been enough, but we 
know her body was tired and she 
was ready to say goodbye. Noth- 
ing truly lessens the pain of losing 
her. We are forever grateful and 
in awe of our dad who, through 
sheer force of will and a lifetime of 
love, put everything else on hold 
to lovingly care for her at home. 
Throughout her life home has al- 
ways been where she preferred to 
be and it is fitting and comforting 
that she was able to spend her last 
days in the place she loved best. 

Pat is survived by the love of her 
life: her loving husband of 65 years, 
James Welsh. She leaves behind 
her four children and their spous- 
es who Pat loved as if they were her 
own: Rosemarie and John Gloor 
(McKinleyville), Daniel and Amy 
Welsh (Citrus Heights), Chris and 
Deb Welsh (Knoxville, TN), and 
Phyllis and Tom Nolan (McKin- 
leyville); her beloved grandchil-

lated matters until a fifth member is 
elected in June. After that, unless the 
new member also has a conflict of inter- 
est, the council will have four members 
who can handle GAP-related business. 

Even-numbered bodies are vulner- 
able to tied votes, a situation which 
has doomed previous councils to de- 
cisionmaking gridlock. 

According to the draft Gateway 
Area Plan (viewable at cityofarcata. 
org), the City Council will consider the 
plan’s approval later this year. Appeals 
of projects that might be eventually 
proposed under the plan could also 
wind up being decided by the council. 

The City of Arcata news release an- 
nouncing the FPPC decision: 

CITY OF ARCATA RECEIVES GUID- 
ANCE FROM THE FAIR POLITICAL 
PRACTICES COMMISSION 

Arcata, CA, April 1, 2022 — The 
City of Arcata receives guidance from 
the Fair Political Practices Commis- 
sion regarding Mayor Atkins-Salazar 
financial conflict of interest. 

The City of Arcata has received a 
determination from the Fair Political 
Practices Commission that confirms 
Mayor Stacy Atkins-Salazar has a 
conflict of interest in making deci- 
sions on the Gateway Area Plan be- 
cause she owns both a primary resi- 
dence and business within 500 feet of 
the Gateway Area Boundary. 


The City of Arcata has initiated 
a planning process focused on resi- 
dential and mixed-use development 
within a specific region of the City ap- 
proximately 138 acres in size, known 
as the “Gateway Area.” It implements 
a measure in the City’s General Plan 
Housing Element to allow for residen- 
tial infill development in an area that 
was historically used for mixed and 
industrial purposes, and will result in 
the City Council’s adoption of an “area 
plan,” to be called the “Gateway Area 
Plan.” This planning effort was first 
initiated in late 2019 when the City 
Council adopted the City’s current 
Housing Element of its General Plan 
that included a specific measure man- 
dating creation of the “Arcata Gateway 
Specific Area Plan, which will include 
[a] form-based code that allows high 
density infill development.” 

Below is the conclusion from the 
Fair Political Practices Commission. 

QUESTION 

Does Mayor Stacy Atkins-Sala- 
zar have a conflict of interest which 
would prohibit her from participating 
in the City Council decision concern- 
ing the Gateway Area Plan? 

CONCLUSION 

The Act prohibits Mayor At- 
kins-Salazar from taking part in de- 
cisions relating to the Gateway Area 
Plan because it is reasonably foresee- 
able that those decisions would have 


a disqualifying material effect on her 
business’s interest in its real proper- 
ty, located across the street from the 
Gateway Area Plan boundary. 

On this decision, Mayor At- 
kins-Salazar said, “I am disappointed 
that I will not be able to participate in 
the Gateway Area Plan as a decision 
maker, however, I understand why 
the FPPC ruled the way it did. The 
Gateway Area Plan is an important 
planning process that will have last- 
ing effects on our town and it is im- 
portant that it be done correctly, in- 
cluding avoiding legal issues such as 
conflicts of interest.” 

Additional background 

Sections 87100 and 87103 of the 
Act prohibit a public official from 
making, participating in making, or in 
any way attempting to use his or her 
official position to influence a gov- 
ernmental decision if it is reasonably 
foreseeable that the decision would 
have a material financial effect on 
one or more of the official’s financial 
interests distinguishable from the de- 
cision’s effect on the public generally. 

Mayor Atkins-Salazar and her hus- 
band own real property located outside 
and across the street from the Gateway 
Area project boundary, within 500 feet 
of the Gateway Area boundary. She 
lives at this location where she addi- 
tionally owns and operates a dance 
studio business as a sole proprietor.

equipment will move large 
rocks and materials across 
BLM-managed public lands 
to access the jetty. 

Despite the temporary 
closure, there are still many 
opportunities for public ac- 
cess to the beach and wave 
slope using designated ve- 
hicle access corridors on 
the South Spit. Vehicles are 
allowed off-road on these 
corridors and the wave 
slope only. Vehicles are not 
allowed in the dunes. 

“While driving or walking 
on the wave slope, we ask 
everyone to be cautious not 
to disturb nesting western 
snowy plovers,” said BLM 
Northern California District 
Manager Dereck Wilson. “It 
is important to stay on des- 
ignated corridors and keep 
dogs on leash at all times on 
the west side of South Jetty 
Road.” Western snowy plo- 
vers are small shorebirds 
that build nests in the sand 
from March into September.

Wily scammers have all kinds of tricks, but you can defeat them

HUMBOLDT - The Humboldt 
County Sheriffs Office has re- 
ceived numerous reports March 
28 of a phone scam targeting our 
community, with the scammer 
claiming to be a Sheriffs Office 
Sergeant. 

As part of this scam, the caller 
claims they are from the Hum- 
boldt County Sheriffs Office and 
may identify as current and/or 
former employees. 

The scammer tells the victim 
that he is with the “Citations and 
Warrants Division” of our office 
and claims the victim has a war- 
rant for their arrest. 

The scammer uses fear of be- 
ing jailed to elicit personal infor- 
mation and money from the vic- 
tim. Some victims even report the 


scam to have spoofed the HCSO’s 
phone number — (707) 445-7251 
— with their caller ID identifying 
the caller as our office. 

The Humboldt County Sheriff's 
Office would like the community 
to know that this is a scam. 

While law enforcement may 
contact you regarding a warrant 
or investigation, we will never 
demand payment in exchange for 
dropping a warrant or stopping 
an investigation, nor will we en- 
courage you to seek a bail bond to 
avoid being booked into our cor- 
rectional facility. 

Additionally, no government 
agency will ask you to mail large 
sums of cash or pay with gift 
cards. 

Remember these tips to help 
protect yourself from fraud: 


Spot imposters 

Scammers often pretend to be 
someone you trust, like a govern- 
ment official, a family member, a 
charity or a company with which 
you do business. Don’t send mon- 
ey or give out personal informa- 
tion in response to an unexpected 
request — whether it comes as a 
text, a phone call or an email. 

Do online searches 

Type a company or product 
name into your favorite search 
engine with words like “review,” 
“complaint” or “scam.” Or search 
for a phrase that describes your 
situation, like “IRS call.” You can 
even search for phone numbers to 
see if other people have reported 
them as scams. 

Don’t believe your caller ID 
Technology makes it easy for 


scammers to fake caller ID infor- 
mation, so the name and num- 
ber you see aren’t always real. If 
someone calls asking for money 
or personal information, hang 
up. If you think the caller might 
be telling the truth, call back to a 
number you know is genuine. 
Talk to someone 

Before you give up your mon- 
ey or personal information, talk 
to someone you trust. Con artists 
want you to make decisions in a 
hurry. They might even threaten 
you. Slow down, check out the 
story, do an online search, consult 
an expert — or just tell a friend. 

Don’t rely on 
personal information 

Living in the digital age, ac- 
cess to information is easier than 
ever. Scammers are often able to 


get their hands on very personal 
information, providing it to their 
victims to make their scam look 
more legitimate. 

Don’t trust a scammer who 
is able to provide your personal 
information. If you followed the 
above tips and still aren’t sure, 
call back at a publicly listed num- 
ber for the organization from 
which the scammer claims to be 
or contact your loved one directly.

Gateway or sprawl - 
choose wisely 


I am writing in support of the projects 
now being considered by local governments 
to create more dense, taller, walkable hous- 
ing: the Arcata Gateway Area Plan, develop- 
ment in Eureka’s downtown parking lots, 
and the proposed McKinleyville town center. 

A 2009 Health Impact Assessment of op- 
tions under consideration by the Humboldt 
General Plan Update overwhelmingly sup- 
ported higher density infill development 
compared to unrestricted growth in the 
more rural areas of the county. humanim- 
pact.org/wp-content/uploads/2017/09/ 
HIA-Case-Study.pdf 

The Health Impact Assessment showed 
that the overwhelming number of 35 health 
indicators would be improved with infill de- 
velopment. The list of indicators improved 
includes: money spent by households on 
transportation, total vehicle miles traveled, 
time driving to work (with the corollary of 
less time for leisure activities, exercise and 
family), scores on an isolation index, access 
to parks and essential services, housing af- 
fordability, and percentage of children liv- 
ing close to schools. 


The alternative to infill is sprawl. Let’s 
face it. With the expansion of Cal Poly 
Humboldt and other new businesses our 
population is growing. If we do not accom- 
modate more people in our towns, more 
people will build and live in green spaces 
and wild and working lands. People who 
live outside of town do not stay there. They 
drive to town for work, school and shop- 
ping and ultimately could create Santa Ro- 
sa-like traffic snarls in Humboldt and even 
more parking problems. 

While the developments under consider- 
ation in Eureka, Arcata and McKinleyville 
have some people concerned about the im- 
pact of population growth, it is more appro- 
priate to accept that the population is grow- 
ing and support the healthier alternatives.

CUNA’s work continues 

The Valley West community 
is distanced from City resources 
and has a growing population of 
underserved community mem- 
bers, including Hispanic/Latinx 
and houseless residents. CUNA 
is working with the un- 
derserved community 
of Valley West/North 
Arcata to identify needs 
and to assist the com- 
munity to mobilize and 
begin to organize to 
build a better represent- 
ed and resilient Valley 
West community. 

CUNA is currently 
conducting a PG&E fea- 
sibility study for a re- 
silient hub/community 
resource center in Val- 
ley West/North Arcata. 
We are doing this Block 
Party and Potluck event 
as part of our outreach 
to the community to ad- 
dress disaster preparedness and 
community resilience. 

Through outreach and com- 
munity feedback using a Partic- 
ipatory Action Research (PAR) 
model utilizing a community 
driven design approach and us- 
ing tools such as empathy inter- 
views we have identified that a 
resilient hub/resource center is a 
pressing need for the community. 
In particular, with two support- 
ed Homeless Housing HomeKey 
projects coming, it is even more 
essential. 

A community working group 
is already under way and will en- 
sure that the development of this 
resource center will be communi- 
ty-led. Much of the assessment we 
do will be centered around deter- 
mining how to translate the needs 
expressed by the community into 
a physical space that can fill those 
needs, while also functioning as a 
hub in times of disaster. We have 
an established relationship with 
the City of Arcata and our local di- 
saster response organizations and 
will be collaborating with them 
throughout the process. 

The Disaster Response and 
Community Resiliency working 
group from Cooperation Hum- 


boldt analyzed the Valley West 
community for disaster resilien- 
cy and found that it is vulnerable 
in the following ways: there are 
a high number of vulnerable res- 
idents as discussed below; resi- 
dents often must travel to seek 
health, social, and municipal 
services which are used as evac- 
uation points, information hubs, 
and places to obtain power and 
supplies during times of disaster; 
many residents in this area lack 
an independent means of trans- 
portation and will have difficul- 
ty traveling in times of disaster; 
the area is in a flood zone, is in 
an earthquake-prone area, and is 
subject to power outages due to 
wind and winter storms. 
Needs determined
